For the time is come that judgment 
must begin at the house of God: and 
if it first begin with us, what shall the 
end be of them that obey not the gos- 
pel of God.—1 Peter 4:17. 


lear brethren and sisters while I 
have preached on many occasions try- 
ing to show where we are located in 
the course of time by calling attention 
to the wars, rebellinons, pestilences, 
earthquakes, roaring of the waters, 
gates of the rivers being opened, areo- 
planes, automobiles with their glaring 
headlights, knowledge being increas- 
ed, running to and fro, amunitions, 
signs in the sun, moon and stars, Jeru- 
salem encompassed with armies, anti- 
christs, nation against nation and 
kingdom against kingdom (world 
war), increases of spiritism, unholy, 
unthankful, incontinent, lovers. -of 
pleasure, rich oppress the poor, they 
Say peace and safety. Latter rain, se- 
ducing spirits, doctrines of devils, wax 
worse and worse, children disobedient 
to parents, without natural affections, 
droughts, cankerworm, caterpillar, 
locust, and many more too numerous 
to mention. I will now proceed to view 
the picture from a different angle. 


Begin at the House of God 


Can this be true? Yes, the Word of 
God said it, therefore it is true. The 
expression “judgment” may be analyz- 
ed from several viewpoints. David on 
the throne was supposed to give right 
judgment. The judges in Israel were 
to judge for the people. Jesus is to 
sit in judgment giving rewards. God 
the Father is to sit at the white 
throne judgment, judging Satan and 
wicked men, consigning them to eter- 
nal punishment in the lake of fire. 
While this is one phase of judgment 
I will make mention that the tribula- 
tion also shall be known as the judg- 
ment. Different happenings such as 
the seven last plagues, the great war, 
famine, destruction by wild beasts 
etc., are referred to as the judgments. 
Isaiah in speaking about the tribula- 
tion said, “When thy judgments are in 
the earth the inhabitants of the world 
will learn righteousness.” These judg- 
ments as a whole are referred to as 
“Jacob’s trouble.” While the Jews are 
to reap the heart of the trial the judg- 
ments are to effect the entire world. 

House of God 


Where is the judgment to begin? 
Answer, at the house of God. What is 
meant by the expression, “house of 
God?” Paul giving instructions to Tim- 
othy did it that he might know how 
to behave himself in the house of God 
which is the Church of the living God.

Then according to Paul, judgment 
is to begin at the Church of God. 
Then the latter part of the text says, 
“What shall the end be of them that 
obey not the gospel of God?” Thus in- 
timating that the Church of God will 
be obeying the gospel, but refers to 
others who will not be obeying. Many 
are pretending to obey the gospel, but 
are ungodly. They have their names 
on some church book but they are 
continually doing ungodly deeds. 
These are referred to as unrighteous 
men. Isaiah says, “Let the wicked for- 
sake his way, and the unrighteous 
man his thoughts: and let him return 
unto the Lord * * * and he will abun- 
dantly pardon. There are two classes 
referred to in our text, also in the 
Scripture given above. Isaiah calls for 
this unrighteous man to return and 
states to him that God would abun- 
dantly pardon.” There are two Classes 
to pardon”. This ungodly man needs 
to draw near to the Lord and have 
sanctification and the Holy Ghost add- 
ed to his former experience. But if 
judgments begin with those who obey 
the Word of God what will become 
of the half-hearted Christian and the 
sinner? a 

O Church of the living God let us 
nestle close up to the Lord for our 
hope is in Him. Trials have been 
somewhat severe for several years 
and will doubtless come more and 
more upon us as the day of the Lord 
approacheth. 

Peter in the first verse of this chap- 
ter which contains our text says that 
as Christ hath suffered in the flesh we 
should arm ourselves with the like 
mind, that is be willing to suffer for 
Jesus. He further shows that the man 
who arms himself with this mind 
hath ceased from sin, then he states 
as a further incentive for living a holy 
life. The end of all things is at hand: 
be ye therefore sober, and watch unto 
prayer. Why? To keep us holy, for the 
end of all things is at hand. 

Stand at Your Post 

After showing how Important it is 
to continue a holy life then lifting our 
mind to the last days, Peter at the 
twelfth verse, says, “Beloved think it 
not strange concerning the fiery trial 
which is to try you, as though some 
strange thing had happened unto 
him.” 

What! Is the church to have fiery 
trials? Yes. When? At the time when 
the end of all things is at hand. But 
rejoice inasmuch as we are made par- 
takers of Christ’s suffering; that when 
his glory shall be revealed, ye may be 
glad also with exceeding joy. 

But let none of you suffer as a mur- 
derer, or as a thief, or as an evildoer, 
or as a busybody in other men’s mat-

The resurrection of the dead and 
the judgment bring to our minds a 
subject of such importance that I feel 
it my duty, and yours, as Christian 
people, to talk and write more about 
and to give the people the great Bible 
truths concerning it. It is my desire 
to help someone to understand the 
teaching of the Scriptures on _ this 
subject. 


It has been said that this subject 
does not amount to anything; but 
surely people who say this have not 
read enough to really know of how 
much importance it is. They say that 
the one important thing is to live 
right and that God will take care of 
the rest. This I readily admit: but in 
order for us to live right we want to 
know something about the hope, or 
promises that are for us. If God didn’t 
intend for us to study anything about 
our rewards, why did he say so much 
about it in His word? I sincerely be- 
lieve that God intended for us to 
know something about these great 
truths. He has taught us that He gave 
His only begotten Son to redeem us 
from sin and death. 


Let us go back to the garden of 
Eden and see just what condition we 
were in. We are taught that God pro- 
nunced everything good when He fin- 
ished the creation. Man had been 
made in the likeness of God and plac- 
ed in the beautiful garden with his 
wife. They had fruits of the very best 
to eat but that was not satisfactory to 
them.

We find 
Job telling us about this change in 
another quotation: “For I know that 
my redeemer liveth, and that he shall 
stand at the latter day upon the earth; 
And though after my skin worms de- 
stroy this body, yet in my flesh shall I 
see God; whom [ shall see for my- 
self, and mine eyes shall behold, and 
not another, though my reins be con- 
summed within me.” Job 19:25-27. By 
reading the Bible and 
closely, we find that all the prophets 
and patriarchs believed in a 
rection from the dead, since God told 
the devil that the seed of the woman 
should bruise the serpent’s head. They 
all understood that they had the prom- 
ise of redemption. The devil thought 
he had won the victory, but, praise

and death. It is the only plan until 
this day and will remain so until Je- 
sus comes back to this earth; then 
the victory will be won, as Paul said:

The people were divided in their be- 
lief when Christ came into the world. 
Some believed in a resurrection, but 
could not understand that Jesus had 
that power given Him. Many under- 
stood that there would be a resurrec- 
tion at the last day, but they could 
not understand how a man like Christ 
could have that great power. Others 
did not believe in any resurrection at 
all. It seems that there were several 
different doctrines being taught them, 
but the teaching of Jesus was differ- 
ent from them all. He taught them 
that He was to be crucified and that 
he would rise from the dead the third 
day. So they remembered His words 
and some of the Jews went so far as 
to have guards watch the grave 
to keep anyone from coming and steal- 
ing Him out of the grave. That was 
all done through unbelief; but the 
power of God raised Him out of the 
grave and caused the guards to fall 
as dead men. That is the same power 
that is given to Christ. He will burst 
the graves and call the dead to life 
again regardless of what men shall 
do or say. Christ’s disciples, after see- 
ing Him and knowing that he had 
1isen from the dead, went from town 
to town teaching the people that there 
should be a resurrection “both of the 
just and the unjust.” 

It was because of this doctrine that 
the Apostle Paul taught, that he was 
put in prison and put to death. Paul

The Christian bis- 
hop or pastor is over the church, and 
he labors in it; he is an under shep- 
herd, who is to watch over the flock, 
and to feed them; to rule over the 
church as Christ’s servant, by enforc- 
ing the authority of the truth; and by 
instruction, exhortation, warning, and 
admonition, to labor earnestly that he 
may present every man perfect in 
Christ Jesus. But his office and duty 
have been fully placed before you.

HARTWELL, Ga.—lI feel impressed 
to write a few lines on the subject of 
Divine Healing. I am glad that the 
dear Lord fixed a remedy for people 
to be healed of the diseases of the 
body just the same as for the healing 
of the sin-sick soul. 

There are three things that the 
devil doesn’t like and they are: the 
Church of God, the Holy Ghost and 
divine healing. He doesn’t like for 
people to be healed by the power of 
God and will hinder every time he 
can. 

I would be glad if every body could 
have faith enough in God so _ they 
could trust their bodies in His hand 
especially Christian people.

Oh! it is so sweet 
then to be able to call on one who 
says “I will heal thee.” Sometimes 
physicians will tell some of their 
patients, their case is hopeless, they 
have done all they can for them, but 
the Lord never has found a case too 
hard for Him. 

We read of a woman who had spent 
all her living on physicians, neither 
could be healed by any, but at last 
she decided to try the great Physician 
and she pressed her way through the 
crowd of people who were following 
Him and what did this great healer 
say? He said unto her, “Daughter be 
of good comfort thy faith hath made 
thee whole, go in peace.” He knew 
when she touched the border of His 
garment for He said, “I perceive that 
virture is gone out of me.” What a 
great thing it is to know this great 
Physician. 

Now some people say that doctors 
were put here for us and we should 
take their medicine but why do we 
need to take medicine when the Lord 
says he will heal us? I haven’t a thing 
to say against the doctors, no doubt 
they do all they know to do for the 
sick but Jesus is the great Physician 
and if the Bible said for us to take 
medicine when we get sick I surely 
would do it for I want to obey the 
Word. James tells us that if there are 

sick among us to call for the 
elders ot the church. He says the 
prayer of faith shall save the sick the 
Tord shall raise them up and if they 
have committed sins they shall be 
forgiven. David says “Bless the Lord 
O my soul and forget not all His 
benefits, who forgiveth all thine iniqui- 
ties, who healeth all thy diseases.” In 
the second chapter of St. Mark we 
read of a man whose sins were for- 
given and he was also healed of the 
disease, pal=y. 

I just want to relate some wonder- 
ful healings which I have witnessed 
recently. My sister who lives at Cocco, 
Ga. was taken suddenly ill one morn- 
ing. They sent us a telephone message 
to come at once. On the way we pray- 
ed for the Lord’s will to be done, 
when we got there we found her bet- 
ter but we wanted to see her com- 
pletely healed. We went down in 
prayer and in just a few minutes she 
was healed completely. She and her 
husband had planned to move across 
town that day but didn’t think they 
could after she took sick but she was 
healed, came out of the bed and began 
to prepare to move and did move that 
same day. 

Though some say when we are 
healed instantly this way that there 
couldn’t be anything the matter with 
us, or we wouldn’t get well so quick 
and then sometimes when we are 
sick and get healed gradually they 
say we wore the disease out. We 
can’t please the people but we can 
trust the One who said He would heal 
us. We had another wonderful heal- 
ing in our home. A short while ago, 
my father was taken one evening 
with a pain in his foot. He grew worse 
and worse. his foot began to swell, 
by night it seemed he couldn’t stand 
it he was suffering so. We went to 
the Lord in prayer. He retired and 
had an unusually good night’s_ rest, 
arose the next morning healed by the 
power of God, his foot just a little 
sore. 

One of our neighbor girls was taken 
real sick one morning with an awful 
pain in her side. It seemed she would 
almost have convulsions. They sent 
for us to come and pray for her. When 
we arrived she was sitting up laugh- 
ing and talking, healed by the power 
of God. 





Well the Lord can heal anything, 
nothing too hard for Him. A_ few 
years ago several of the saints at 


Hartwell had some kind of disease. 
They called it itch. We trusted the 
Lord, held on to Him, never used a 
remedy and He wonderfully healed us. 
Since my precious mother died in the 
faith trusting the Lord to the end, the 
devil has told me I couldn’t preach 
divine healing any more since she did 
not get healed, but praise the Lord I 
fee] more like trusting Him, and 
preaching it than ever before.
